sea forces totalled 1,128,315, including 307,- | 
201 dead. Canada’s numerical contribution | 
must have been miuch less than 10 per cent’ 
of the total In those armed forces, Yet,; 
despite the relatively short period our major | 
forces were in action, Canadian casualties, 
as of May 7, totaled-102,875. Of that number, | 
37,206 are known dead and 2,769 are listed
